The  two  year  community  college  has  been  providing  a  quality  education 
for  our  students  for  almost  seventy-five  years.  Copiah-Lincoln  was  establish- 
ed as  an  agricultural  high  school  in  1915  through  a  joint  effort  of  the  leaders 
of  Copiah  and  Lincoln  Counties.  In  1928,  the  college  program  was  added 
and  has  operated  continously  since  that  time. 
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This  year,  we  will  be  celebrating  the  sixty  years  of  service  that  have  been 
rendered  by  this  institution  to  the  patrons  of  the  Co-Lin  District.  We  will  be 
reminding  you  of  the  advantages  and  the  opportunities  that  are  yours  at  the 
two-year  college.

Foundation  launches  campaign

Copiah-Lincoln  Community  Col- 
lege's three  year  "Investment  to  Ex- 
cellence" capital  fundraising  cam- 
paign is  expected  to  insure  Co-Lin 
will  be  "the  place  to  be". 

School  officials  say  the  interest 
from  the  proceeds  will  be  used  to 
make  improvements  at  the  college 
and  in  improving  campus  life. 

According  to  Burlian  Walker,  ex- 
ecutive director  of  the  Co-Lin  Foun- 
dation and  Alumni  Affairs,  Co-Lin  is 
trying  to  raise  $665,000  as  the  base 
goal  and  $1,225,000  as  a  challenge 
goal.  Money  will  be  solicited  from 
faculty,  staff,  former  students,  alum- 
ni, merchants  and  friends  of  the  col- 
lege. 

Walker  said  the  campaign  is  being 
conducted  under  the  newly  formed 
Co-Lin  Foundation  which  will  oversee 
how  the  money  is  spent.  H.  F.  McCar- 
ty,  Jr.  of  Magee  will  be  the  chairman 
of  the  campaign. 

Five  campaigns  will  be  working  to 
raise  money  for  the  campaign  drive. 

"Each  campaign  will  have  its  own 
chairman,  vice  chairman  and  peer 
group  who  will  call  upon  each  other  to 
solicit  money,"  Walker  said. 

Walker  said  the  college  hopes  to

reach  5,000  to  6,000  people  over  the 
next  three  years. 

The  five  campaigns,  Walker  said, 
to  be  conducted  include  the  follow- 
ing groups:  (1)  The  foundation/board 
of  directors/board  of  trustees;  (2) 
alumni;  (3)  faculty  and  staff;  (4)  the 
seven  county  area;  and  (5)  the  foun- 
dations. 

Walker  said  each  group  will  have  a 
base  goal  and  a  challenge  goal.  "The 
base  goal  is  the  minimum  amount  the 
campaign  hopes  to  collect;  the 
challenge  goal  is  the  amount  the 
campaign  will  shoot  for  after  its  base 
goal  is  met,"  he  said. 

Walker  said  although  the  cam- 
paign was  officially  kicked  off  July  5, 
the  campaign  will  not  be  put  into  full 
motion  until  October.  He  said  each 
campaign  will  start  its  fund  drive  at  a 
different  time. 

The  foundation/board  of  direc- 
tors/board of  trustees  campaign  will 
run  from  June  until  December.  Its 
base  goal  is  $125,000  and  its 
challenge  goal  is  $200,000. 

The  alumni  campaign  will  begin  in 
August  and  will  end  in  December, 
1989.  It  will  have  a  base  goal  of 
$100,000  and  a  challenge  goal  of 
$200,000. 

Walker  explained  that  students 
who  graduated  from  Co-Lin  and 
students  who  attended  Co-Lin  are  be- 
ing considered  as  alumni  in  the  cam- 
paign. 

The  faculty/staff  campaign  will 
begin  in  August  and  will  end  in 
January,  1989.  The  base  goal  will  be 
$40,000  and  the  challenge  goal  will 
be  $75,000. 

The  seven  county  area  campaign 
will  begin  in  October  and  will  come  to 
an  end  in  June,  1989.  The  base  goal 
will  be  $350,000  and  the  challenge 
goal  will  be  $600,000. 

The  foundations,  or  those  who  will 
support  the  college's  causes,  will 
have  a  base  goal  of  $50,000  and  a 
challenge  goal  of  $100,000. 

Although  Co-Lin  is  looking  for  cash 
in  the  campaign,  Walker  said  other 
things  will  be  sought  as  well. 

"We  will  be  looking  for  real  estate, 
cash,  stock,  life  insurance,  deferred 
gifts,  items  of  value,  gifts  in  kind,  wills 
and  living  memorials,"  Walker  said. 

Walker  said  while  the  campaign  is 
going  to  be  important  to  Co-Lin  and  to 
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the  services  it  offers  in  the  future,  it  is 
not  going  to  be  successful  without 
help  from  the  community. 

"We  are  going  to  need  members  of 
each  particular  group  to  head 
their  campaigns.  We  need  people  we 
can  count  on  who  will  work  as  a 
volunteer  and  will  contribute," 
Walker  said. 

Walker  said  the  campaign  has 
been  set  up  so  people  wanting  to 
contribute  may  pledge  the  amount 
they  want,  and  take  up  to  three  years 
to  pay. 

Walker  said  all  donations  given  to 
the  campaign  are  tax  deductable  ac- 
cording to  the  terms  established  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service. 

Walker  said  all  pledging  will  be 
complete  by  June,  1989  and  all  dona- 
tions should  be  collected  by  June, 
1992. 

Money  earned  from  interest  on  the 
campaign  gifts  will  be  allocated  in 
two  phases.  Phase  one  will  be  funded 
by  the  $665,000  base  amount  and 
phase  two  will  be  funded  by  the 
$560,000  challenge  goal. 

According  to  a  report  released  by 
the  college,  phase  one  will  consist  of 
an  endowment  for  faculty-staff 
development,  scholarships,  instruc- 
tional program  enrichment,  general 
endowment  and  the  learning  enrich- 
ment center. 

Phase  two  will  fund  community  ser- 
vices, unrestricted  annual  fund,  the 
renovation  of  Rea  Auditorium, 
development  office  fund,  transporta- 
tion needs  of  the  college,  athletic 
facility  upgrading  —  particularly  the 
installation  of  new  lights  at  H.  L. 
Stone  Stadium,  and  lights  at  the 
baseball  field  and  tennis  courts. 

Those  giving  to  the  campaign  will 
become  members  of  the  Alumni 
Association  if  they  attended  Co-Lin. 

Walker  said  everyone  whose  ad- 
dress is  on  record  at  the  college  will 
be  contacted  and  asked  to  contribute 
to  the  campaign. 

"We  have  about  3,000  names  on 
file  at  the  present  time.  Not  only  are 
we  wanting  to  raise  money  from  the 
campaign,  we  want  to  obtain  the 
whereabouts  of  as  many  alumni  as 
possible.  It  doesn't  matter  if  they  con- 
tribute to  the  campaign  or  not,  we 
want  to  know  where  they  are."  he 
said.

Co-Lin's  new  vo-tech  school  offers  nine  programs

A  high-quality,  40,000-square-foot 
building  occupying  part  of  a  20-acre 
site  on  Beltline  Road  will  open  in 
August  as  home  of  the  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Community  College 
Vocational-Technical  center  in  Nat- 
chez. 

"I  am  quite  well  pleased  with  the 
building  -  a  quality  building  of  brick 
veneer,"  said  Natchez  architect 
Charles  Moroney,  who  has  worked 
closely  with  the  project  for  more  than 
two  years. 

"We  have  one  building  that  gives 
the  appearance  of  being  larger  than  it 
is  because  of  zoning  and  openness 
between  the  south  and  north  wings 
and  the  central  administration  area," 
he  said. 

"We  carefully  analyzed  the 
Mississippi  State  Department  of 
Education's  vocational-technical  pro- 
gram requirements  to  verify  our 
needs,"  he  said.  "Then  we 
developed  the  building." 

The  nine  vocational-technical  pro- 
grams will  be  housed  at  the  Vo-Tech 
center,  said  Diana  Martello,  director 
of  the  vo-tech  site.  Three  of  the  pro- 


grams continue  from  Co-Lin's 
Washington  site,  while  six  others 
are  new. 

All  begin  with  registration  August 
15  and  classes  on  August  23.  Voca- 
tional program  students  will  attend 
classes  six  hours  a  day,  Monday 
through  Friday.  Technical  program 
students  attend  on  the  same 
schedule  as  academic  classes, 
several  hours  each  day. 

Some  of  the  vo-tech  programs  are 
for  two  semesters,  some  for  four 
semesters  and  some  for  12  months, 
Mrs.  Martello  said.  Tuition  is  the 
same  as  for  academic  work:  $275  per 
semester  for  full-time  Mississippi 
students. 

The  normal  full-time  course  load  is 
15  semester  hours,  which  is  usually 
five  courses,  Mrs.  Martello  said. 

The  three  continuing  vo-tech  pro- 
grams are: 

'  Business  Technology,  which  pro- 
vides theory  and  application  for 
employment  in  business,  industry, 
government  and  professional  areas. 

The  courses  are  taught  primarily  by 
Ann  Bullock  and  Mariea  Torrey.  One

and  two  year  programs  are  available: 
the  Administrative  Support  Services 
with  secretary  and  clerk  programs 
and  the  Word  Processing  program. 

*  Sales  and  Management 
Technology,  provides  courses  in 
marketing  and  management.  One 
and  two  year  courses  of  study  are 
taught  by  Lyman  Smith. 

*  Practical  Nursing,  courses  needed 
for  a  person  to  function  as  a  health 
team  member.  This  one  year  pro- 
gram is  taught  by  Sue  Blackwell. 

The  six  new  vo-tech  programs,  with 
instructors  yet  to  be  announced,  are: 

*  Landscape  Technology,  a  two-year 
program  offering  the  study  of  plants, 
landscape  design,  economics,  ac- 
counting, equipment  operation  and 
maintenance,  and  personnel 
management. 

*  Occupational  Food  Service,  a  one- 
year  program  preparing  a  student  to 
enter  the  food  industry  in  a  variety  of 
jobs  and  settings. 

*  Hotel-Motel-Restaurant  Manage- 
ment, a  two-year  program  providing 
information  on  front-office  manage- 
ment, food  preparation,  business 
law,  marketing,  advertising  and 
business  management. 

*  Communication  Systems  Repair,  a 
two-year  program  studying  elec- 
tronics, solid  state  devices  and  digital 
principles,  satellite  and  antenna 
systems,  computer  repair  and  video 
systems. 

*  Construction  Cluster,  with  options 
of  Masonry  or  Interior  Finishing,  both 
of  which  are  two-year  programs.  Cur- 
riculum items  are  blueprint  reading 
and  principles  of  plumbing,  carpen- 
try, construction  wiring  and  masonry. 

*  Banking  and  Finance  Technology, 
a  two-year  program  designed  to 
assist  approximately  200  Miss-Lou 
members  of  the  American  Institute 
for  Banking. 

Counseling  and  advance  registra- 
tion for  vo-tech  programs  began  in 
the  early  summer  of  1988,  under  the 
direction  of  counselor  Josie  Gilchrist- 
Anderson. 

"We  are  delighted  with  the 
response  to  the  vo-tech  programs," 
she  said.  "We  expect  to  enroll  125 
students  this  fall  and  another  100  in 
the  fall  of  1989.  We  are  excited  about 
meeting  the  needs  of  the  Miss-Lou  at 
out  state-of-the-art  vo-tech  center." 


Co-Lin  enjoys  rich  history  through 


What  began  in  1915  as  a  small 
agricultural  high  school  on  the 
Copiah  and  Lincoln  county  lines  has 
today  become  one  of  the  most  pro- 
gressive community  colleges  in  the 
state. 

Copiah-Lincoln  Agricultural  High 
School  was  established  on  62  acres 
of  land  purchased  from  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Marion  Smith  at  the  school's  board 
meeting  on  January  12,  1915,  with 
the  first  building  being  a  girl's  and 
boy's  dormitory  constructed  under 
the  supervision  of  Eugene  McCor- 
mick.  (Today  the  structure  is  the  Mut- 
ton Building). 

Along  with  an  enrollment  of  125 
students,  the  first  faculty  consisted  of 
R.  L.  Landis,  principal;  Russell 
Ellzey,  Gertrude  Davis,  Pinkie  Mc- 
Calib  and  G.  W.  Bullock. 

The  first  graduates  of  CLAHS  in 
1916  were  John  Homer  Methvin, 
president;  Holland  I.  Mullican,  vice- 
president;  Minnie  Weathersby, 
secretary;  Ashford  Little,  Hamilton 
Pannell,  Willie  Cotton,  Jewell  Furr 
and  Frank  Smith. 

Also,  in  1916,  the  school's  ad- 
ministration building  was  constructed 
by  Thompson  and  Nelson. 

W.  L.  Thames  became  the  school's 
second  administrator  in  1918  and 
served  until  1922,  when  he  took  a 
position  at  a  Texas  college.  T.  J. 
Cathey  of  Tate  County  became 
superintendent  of  the  school  which, 
in  1922,  enrolled  240  students. 

In  the  same  year,  a  tornado  and  fire 
destroyed  school  property,  and  the 
people  of  Wesson  housed  and  fed 
the  students  until  the  facilities  were 
renovated. 

Elected  on  March  22,  1922,  L. 
Russell  Ellzey  became  the  principal 
of  CLAHS  which  was  experiencing  a 
decline  in  enrollment  due  to  the  con- 
solidation of  many  schools  in  the 
area.  Therefore,  dormitory  facilities, 
such  as  the  one  on  the  CLAHS  cam- 
pus, were  no  longer  needed  and  this 
posed  a  problem  for  the  boarding 
school. 

During  this  time,  general  legisla- 
tion for  the  establishment  of  junior 
colleges  was  being  passed,  and 
Ellzey  began  securing  data  on  setting 
up  a  junior  college  along  side  the 
high  school,  which  would  receive  its 


financial  support  from  the  bi-county 
Board  of  Supervisors. 

On  June  1 ,  1 928,  a  $1 50,000  bond 
issue  to  build  the  junior  college 
facilities  was  passed  by  voters  in  both 
counties.  The  high  school  remained  a 
part  of  the  junior  college  campus  until 
1978  when  a  new  high  school  was 
built  in  another  area  of  Wesson. 

Ellzey  became  the  junior  college's 
first  superintendent  (president)  in 
1928. 

The  first  college  faculty  included  J. 
M.  Ewing,  assistant  superintendent; 
H.  L.  "Hook"  Stone,  coach, 
agriculture;  Lula  Stevens,  dean, 
registrar;  Mary  Sinclair,  English, 
education;  Katie  Lois  Stevens, 
English;  Virginia  Felder, 
mathematics;  Lillie  Mae  Covington, 
mathematics;  Ruby  Evans, 
mathematics;  W.  B.  Horton,  history; 
Ellie  Jeter,  history,  coach;  Mary  M. 
Thompson,  commercial;  Cleo 
Holi^an,  home  economics;  Katherine 
Strait,  science;  Genevieve  Stout, 
science;  Dr.  Oscar  Autritt,  French, 
English;  Gladys  Arrington,  Latin, 
Spanish;  Evelyn  Oswalt,  hall, 
librarian;  Eliza  Blue,  piano;  Mrs.  J.  M. 
Ewing,  voice,  Glee  Club;  Mildred 
David,    dramatics,    physical    educa- 


tion; Fannie  Callender,  dietitian;  Mrs. 
Kate  Barlow,  nurse,  matron;  and  Dr. 
J.  H.  Beavers,  physician. 

During  the  1930's,  the  junior  col- 
lege was  popular  because  of  its 
minimal  cost  to  students.  Men  could 
attend  the  two-year  college  for  $99. 1 5 
a  session,  and  women  could  enroll 
for  $101.15  a  semester. 

In  1932,  J.  M.  Ewing  succeeded 
Ellzey  as  president.  Ellzey  was 
elected  to  the  United  States  Con- 
gress. 

Along  with  academic  scholarship, 
Christian  fellowship  became  the 
backbone  of  the  college  under  Ew- 
ing's  leadership.  Along  with  Ewing's 
wife,  Maggie  Flowers  Ewing,  the  two 
worked  to  instill  high  moral  standards 
among  the  students.  Mrs.  Ewing 
developed  the  college's  Glee  Club, 
as  mentioned  earlier,  and  the  fine 
arts  building  is  today  named  in  her 
honor. 

Agnes  Mayfield,  a  piano  instructor, 
formed  the  "Colettes"  dance  team  in 
1930,  and  the  team  is  known  today  as 
"Mississippi's  Original  Dancing  Co- 
eds." 

Athletics  were  also  stressed,  and  in 
1938,  Coach  "Hook"  Stone's  football 
team  won  its  eighth  state  champion- 
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73  years  as  high  school,  college 


ship  in  eleven  years.  Men's  and 
women's  basketball  and  also 
baseball  became  popular  on  the  cam- 
pus. Today,  the  college's  football 
field  is  named  in  Stone's  honor. 

In  1943,  President  Ewing  took  a 
leave  of  absence  to  serve  in  the 
United  States  Navy  during  World  War 
II,  and  Willie  H.  Smith  became  acting 
president  of  the  college  until  1945. 
Today,  the  college's  main  academic 
building  is  named  for  Smith. 

Following  the  war,  funds  for  capital 
improvement  were  expanded,  a  new 
library  was  built,  the  curriculum  was 
revised,  and  faculty  salaries  and 
qualifications  were  upgraded. 

Dr.  Ewing  resigned  in  1956  to 
become  president  of  Delta  State  Col- 
lege in  Cleveland,  and  F.  M. 
Fortenberry,  who  had  served  in  many 
capacities  at  Co-Lin,  was  named  the 
new  president. 

Under  Fortenberry,  a  vocational- 
technical  building  was  completed  in 
1963  and  dedicated  in  his  honor  in 
1966.  Additional  facilities  were  also 
completed  in  that  year. 

The  junior  college  band  and  "Col- 
ettes" continued  to  add  prestige  to 
the  college's  name  when  they  par- 
ticipated in  the  Macy's  Thanksgiving 
Day  Parade  in  New  York  in  1965. 

In  1967,  Fortenberry  resigned  as 
president  to  become  Supervisor  of 
the  Mississippi  Junior  College 
Association,  and  the  college's  fourth 
president,  Dr.  Billy  B.  Thames,  a 
Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  alum- 
nus and  native  of  Monticello,  was 
elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  on 
November  30,  1967,  and  he  con- 
tinues to  serve  as  the  college's  chief 
administrator. 

Under  Dr.  Thames'  leadership,  the 
college,  which  now  serves  the  five 
additional  counties  of  Simpson, 
Franklin,  Lawrence,  Jefferson  and 
Adams,  has  grown  and  seen  many 
changes. 

Building  construction,  old  facility 
renovation,  and  curriculum  revision 
have  improved  the  college  as  an 
educational  institution. 

In  the  fall  of  1972,  Copiah-Lincoln 
Junior  College  opened  a  co-equal 
campus  in  Natchez  to  help  meet  the 
educational  needs  of  the  citizens  of 
Adams  County  and   other  surroun-

ing  areas. 

Dr.  Eddie  M.  Smith  served  as  the 
first  Natchez  Campus  associate  dean 
and  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  Howell  C. 
Garner  who  now  serves  as  Dean  of 
Instruction  on  the  Wesson  campus. 
Dr.  Edward  Meadows  currently  holds 
the  Natchez  associate  dean  position. 

More  than  3,000  students  now 
enroll  each  school  year  in  academic, 
vocational  and  technical  courses  on 
both  the  Wesson  and  Natchez  cam- 
puses. 

Approximately  25  principal 
buildings  stand  on  the  Wesson  cam- 
pus's 600  acres  with  the  newest  addi- 
tions including  the  Messer  Vocational 
Building,  the  Franklin  and  Simpson 
mens'  dormitories,  the  Lula  Stevens 
Annex  dormitory  for  women,  and  the 
renovation  of  the  Mutton  Building.  A 
new  vocational-technical  building  will 
be  occupied  in  late  summer  on  the 
Natchez  campus. 

Co-Lin  has  achieved  many  "firsts" 
in  the  state  and  nation  since  the  col- 
lege's doors  opened  in  1928. 

Among  Co-Lin's  innovative  pro- 
grams is  the  audio-tutorial  laboratory 
for  biology  students.  It  is  the  first 
such  laboratory  of  its  kind  on  any  col- 
lege campus  in  the  Southeastern 
United  States. 

Moreover,    Co-Lin    sponsors    the 


Senior  AIDES  program,  a  federally- 
funded  service  which  places  senior- 
citizen  aides  in  community  related 
jobs  throughout  12  counties  in 
Southwest  Mississippi.  It  is  the  only 
program  of  its  kind  on  a  college 
campus  in  the  nation. 

Co-Lin  has  also  taken  the  leader- 
ship role  in  creating  the  first  state 
practical  experience  laboratory  for 
secretarial  science  students,  and  in 
establishing  the  state's  first  noncom- 
mercial education  FM  radio  station, 
WCLL. 

The  college  has  been  and  con- 
tinues to  be  the  stepping  stone  for 
many  of  the  area's  young  people  and 
also  older  adults  who  go  on  to 
assume  places  of  leadership  across 
the  state  and  nation. 

The  1990's  will  bring  continued  in- 
creases in  enrollment,  expansion  and 
improvements  in  campus  facilities, 
and  outstanding  leadership  by  the 
college's  administration,  faculty  and 
staff. 

And  on  July  1,  1988,  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Junior  College  official- 
ly became  Copiah-Lincoln  Communi- 
ty College.  Even  though  the  name 
changed,  the  college's  sound  reputa- 
tion as  an  institution  providing 
excellence  in  education  will  continue 
for  years  to  come.

Faculty/Staff  Development 
provides  enrichment  programs

Faculty  and  staff  members  at 
Copiah-Lincoln  are  like  personnel  in 
any  other  professional  area... they  oc- 
casionally need  to  be  renewed. ..in 
updating  their  knowledge  within  their 
field. ..in  enthusiasm. ..in  the  ex- 
change of  ideas  with  their  counter- 
parts and  colleagues  from  other  com- 
munity/junior colleges  across  the 
country. 

How  does  faculty/staff  develop- 
ment take  place?  First  of  all,  the 
faculty/staff  members  conduct  their 
own  individual  professional  develop- 
ment on  a  daily  basis.  This  is  done 
through  the  reading  of  professional 
literature,  through  personal  contacts 
with  associates,  and  by  the  develop- 
ment of  new  skills  which  enhance 
their  teaching  ability  and  ability  to 
support  the  instructional  program  in 
general.  An  example  of  this  is  the  use 
of  computers  for  planning  and  carry- 
ing out  the  instructional  program. 
But,  of  course,  this  personal  develop- 
ment is  not  enough.  There  must  be 
an  organized  program  to  provide 
other  opportunities.

Such  a  program  of  faculty/staff 
development  is  provided  for  person- 
nel at  Copiah-Lincoln.  The  program  is 
under  the  direction  of  a  faculty/staff 
development  committee  which  is 
composed  of  two  vocational- 
technical  faculty  members,  two 
academic  instructors  and  the  dean  of 
instruction  at  the  Wesson  campus. 
Limited  funds  are  provided  through  a 
modest  endowment  program  to  assist 
professional  personnel.  In  recent 
years,  the  committee  has  place  a 


priority  on  spending  available  funds 
on  tuition  reimbursement  at  a  $50  to 
$100  rate  per  academic  course 
taken.  This  reimbursement  has  ap- 
plied to  instructors  returning  to  the 
classroom  to  study  in  their  respective 
fields.  The  amount  given  is  determin- 
ed each  fall,  depending  on  the  pro- 
jected number  of  individuals  who 
plan  to  request  assistance.  When  the 
amount  is  set,  only  one  request  is 
honored  per  year  for  each  person  re- 
questing assistance. 

The  committee  was  able  to  give 
some  assistance  to  a  few  faculty 
members  last  year  by  offering  them  a 
$50  stipend  to  attend  workshops 
within  the  state.  Additionally,  in  the 
spring,  the  committee  asked  faculty 
to  submit  applications/proposals  to 
attend  a  "Teaching  Excellence" 
workshop  in  Austin,  Texas,  during 
the  month  of  May.  The  committee 
agreed  to  pay  partial  expenses  for 
two  faculty  members  to  attend  this 
national  workshop.  The  applications 
of  Wade  and  Sharon  Alexander  were 
accepted.  Mr.  Alexander  teaches 
history  and  is  chairman  of  the  Social 
Science  Division,  and  Mrs.  Alexander 
teaches    English.    An    enthusiastic 


report  was  given  to  the  dean  of  in- 
struction by  the  Alexanders  upon 
their  return  from  the  three-day 
workshop,  with  recommendations 
that  the  committee  send  at  least  two 
faculty  members  to  this  workshop  an- 
nually. This  is  an  example  of  a  little 
(faculty  development)  money  going  a 
long  way. 

Faculty/staff  development  will  be 
one  of  the  priorities  for  funds  raised 
through  the  Co-Lin  Fund-Raising 
Campaign.  There  are  many  oppor- 
tunities available  for  the  renewal  of 
personnel,  yet  so  little  money  through 
the  present  endowment  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  these  opportunities.  Dur- 
ing the  1988-89  school  session,  it  is 
anticipated  that  the  committee  will 
continue  to  authorize  tuition  reim- 
bursement for  faculty  and  staff  who 
return  to  the  classroom  as  students. 
The  committee  has  also  authorized 
limited  expenditures  for  bring  a  con- 
sultant to  the  Wesson  campus  to 
work  with  all  faculty  during  the  fall  of 
1988  on  "Institutional  Effectiveness" 
(see  "Planning  for  Effectiveness"  ar- 
ticle in  April,  1988,  edition  of  Coli- 
nian).

Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  of- 
ficially became  Copiah-Lincoln  Com- 
munity College  on  July  1 ,  1988,  along 
with  several  other  junior  colleges  who 
were  also  changing  their  names. 

Approximately  180  students  walk- 
ed across  the  stage  to  receive 
diplomas  during  commencement  ex- 
ercises held  on  Saturday,  May  14,  at 
Stone  Stadium.  Also,  seven  students 
graduated  from  Co-Lin's  truck  driving 
program  under  instructor  Jack 
Amacker. 

Sixty-four  students  received  honor 
graduate  recognition  during  gradua- 
tion, and  236  were  named  to  the  spr- 
ing semester  honor  roll. 

The  third  summer  school  term  is 
coming  to  an  end,  and  enrollment  for 
the  first  and  second  terms  totaled  240 
and  202,  respectively.  Third  term 
registered  157. 

As  of  June  13,  499  students  had 
made  application  to  attend  the  col- 
lege during  the  fall  semester,  and 
430  had  preregistered  for  classes. 

Orientation  and  advance  schedul- 
ing sessions  were  held  on  June  22, 
and  July  9  and  26.  The  last  session 
will  be  held  on  August  8. 

During  the  June  2  Board  of 
Trustees  meeting  held  on  the  cam- 
pus, a  new  absentee  policy  was 
unanimously  approved. 

The  new  policy  cuts  the  previous 
number  of  6  allowable  absences  for  a 
Monday,  Wednesday,  Friday  class  to 
3  absences. 

Also,  students  will  be  accountable 
for  all  classes  missed  with  no  "free 
cuts,"  and  instructors  will  have  op- 
tions to  dismiss  students  for  ex- 
cessive absences  or  reinstate  them  in 
the  classroom. 

Limits  will  also  be  placed  on  stu- 
dent attendance  to  official  school 
events,  and  those  activities  coin- 
ciding with  scheduled  class  periods 
will  be  rescheduled. 

In  sports,  the  men's  tennis  team 
finished  its  best  ever  in  the  NJCAA 
National  Tennis  Tournament  held  in 
Tyler,  Texas.  The  team  finished  15th 
among  approximately  40  other 
teams. 

The  girl's  softball  team  won  the 
state  community/junior  college  tour- 
nament, while  baseball  players 
Wayne  Henry  of  Crystal  Springs, 
Chad  Smith  of  Meadville,  and  Buster 
Duplissey  of  Columbia,  La.,  com- 
peted in  the  1988  Mississippi  Comm- 


unity/Junior College  All-Star  Game 
on  June  5. 

The  south  team,  coached  by  Co- 
Lin's  Steve  Blackmon  and  George 
McQuitter  of  Utica,  won  the  game 
held  at  Mississippi  College's  Frierson 
Field. 

Coach  Paul  Johnson  and  Coach 
Gwyn  Young  have  been  busy  this 
summer  recruiting  players  for  the 
men's  and  women's  basketball 
teams. 

The  coaches  have  also  been  involv- 
ed in  the  summer  basketball  camps 
held  on  the  campus  June  8-10  and 
19-25. 

The  Wesson  campus  has  added 
four  new  faculty  and  staff  members 
during  the  summer. 

They  are  Paul  Johnson,  men's 
basketball  coach;  Randall  Bradberry, 
assistant  football  coach;  Harriet 
Vickers,  director  of  public  informa- 
tion; and  a  biology  instructor. 

Burlian  Walker,  who  was  public  in- 
formation director  for  21  years  on  the 
Wesson  campus,  has  accepted  the 
position  of  executive  director  of  the 
foundation  and  alumni  affairs.

Tennis  team  finishes  highest  ever  in  nationals 


Copiah-Lincoln's  men's  tennis 
team  accomplished  its  best-ever 
finish  in  the  recent  NJCAA  national 
tournament  held  in  Tyler,  TX.  The 
Wolves  collected  five  team  points  to 
finish  15th  among  the  approximately 
forty  schools  which  participated. 
Hinds  C.  C.  also  finished  15th  in  a  tie 
with  Co-Lin. 

"This  says  a  lot  for  the  level  of 
Mississippi  junior  college  tennis," 
says  Coach  Mike  Mclntyre,  who  also 
serves  as  president  of  the  MJCA  ten- 
nis coaches  association  and  chair- 
man of  the  tennis  committee  for 
Region  XXIII  of  the  NJCAA.  "We  can 
take  a  great  deal  of  pride  in  the  fact 
that  our  players  are  non-scholarship 
local  guys  who  were  (in  many  cases) 
competing  against  scholarship 
players  recruited  internationally  play- 
ing in  programs  with  tennis  budgets 
exceeding  the  $50,000  mark!" 

Co-Lin  had  an  additional  handicap 
at  the  '88  national  tournament.  "Only 
four  of  our  six  piayers  on  the  team 
participated  in  Texas.  Two  of  our 
guys  were  unable  to  play  because  of 
summer  job  conflicts.  We  had  to 
default  in  the  first  round  of  four  out  of 
the  nine  events  at  the  nationals. 
(EDITORS  NOTE:  Sophomore  #4 
singles  Steve  Hartzog  and  freshman 
#5  singles  Chuck  Rehm  did  not  par- 
ticipate. Rehm  had  been  originally 
entered  as  Vincent  Ross's  partner  in 
#2  doubles  and  Hartzog  ahd  been 
scheduled  as  Rob  McCreary's  #3 
doubles  partner).  "I  feel  sure  we 
could  have  picked  up  two  more  team 
points  if  we  had  arrived  in  Tyler  with 
our  full  team.  Two  more  points  would 
have  been  enough  to  move  us  up 
around  11  or  12,"  Mclntyre  said. 

Leading  the  Wolves  in  individual 
play  was  Region  XXIII  #1  singles 
champ  Joel  Lessley  (Natchez 
freshman).  Lessley  drew  a  bye  in  the 
first  round  (usually  "the  kiss  of 
death"  because  you  wind  up  with  a 
tough  match  in  the  second  round  as 
your  opening  match)  and  then  won  a 
hard  fought  three-setter  against  Joe 
Drewke  of  Harper  College  (Chicago, 
IL),  winning  1-6,  7-6  (7-2),  6-3.  The 
win  propelled  Lessley  to  the  "round 
of  sixteen"  (another  first  for  Co-Lin  in 
#1  singles)  where  he  had  the  misfor- 
tune of  facing  the  #3  seed  in  the  en- 
tire tournament.  Abraham  Baldwin 
College  (GA)'s  Johan  Strandeus,  a 
1987    Ail-American    from    Sweden, 


beat  Lessley  6-1,  6-0.  Lessley 
finishes  the  '88  season  with  a  20-7 
worksheet  at  #1  singles. 

Lessley  and  Frank  Sanguinetti 
(Natchez  freshman)  teamed  up  for  a 
second  round  win  in  #1  doubles  over 
the  North  Dakota  State  College  duo 
of  Steve  Rodiguez  and  Mike  Headlee 
by  a  score  of  6-4,  6-2.  Lessley  and 
Sanguinetti  ran  into  the  #6  seeded  #1 
doubles  team  from  Midland  (TX)  Col- 
lege in  the  third  round  (round  of  six- 
teen). Midland's  '87  All-American 
Johan  Dysholm  from  Sweden  and 
Luke  O'Loughlin  from  Australia 
defeated  the  Co-Lin  pair  by  a  score  of 
6-2,  6-1.  Lessley  and  Sanguinetti 
compiled  a  season  record  of  20-4  in 
doubles. 

In  other  singles  action,  #2  Vincent 
Ross  (Natchez  freshman)  won  an  ear- 
ly round  straight  set  victory  over 
Jesse  Robenis  of  Suffolk  C.  C.  (NY) 
7-5,  6-1 .  Ross  then  dropped  a  6-2,  6-1 
match  to  South  African  Lewis 
Cochius  of  Lewis  and  Clark  College 
(IL).  Ross  then  battled  his  way  to  the 
round  of  sixteen  in  the  first  flight  con- 
solation tournament  running  off 
vitories  over  Marion  (ALA)  Institute's 
Byron  Eaton,  6-2,  6-2,  and  Scottsdale 
(AZ)  College's  Tom  Curtis  6-2,  6-1. 
Ross  then  dropped  a  three  setter  to 
Mesa  (AZ)  College's  #1  Aron  McBay 
by  6-1,  3-6,  6-1  score.  Ross  finishes 
the  '88  campaign  with  a  singles 
record  of  23-5.  Sanguinetti  came  up 
with     Co-Lin's     unluckiest     draw 


when  he  was  paired  against  the  #1 
seed  in  the  third  singles  flight.  He 
drew  Carolos  Chabalgoity  of  the  two- 
time  defending  national  team  cham- 
pion Anderson  College  (SC)  and  was 
eliminated  from  the  main  draw  by  a 
score  of  6-0,  6-0.  In  the  consola- 
tion first  flight  bracket,  Sanguinetti 
made  it  to  the  round  of  sixteen 
by  drawing  a  first  round  bye  and 
then  whipping  Tony  Laurel  of  Charles 
County  (MD)  6-3,  6-0.  Sanguinetti's 
final  loss  came  at  the  hands  of 
Herb  Morton  of  Rockland  (NY) 
College  in  a  tough  match  6  -  3, 
3  -  6,  6  -  3.  Sanguinetti's  final 
singles  record  for  the  season  stands 
at  20-7. 

Sophomore  Rob  McCreary 
(Wesson)  ended  his  collegiate  career 
by  drawing  the  #5  seed  in  the  sixth 
flight  of  singles.  Shea  Whigham  of 
Tyler  (TX)  J.  C.  handed  McCreary  a 
6-0,  6-0  loss.  McCreary  compiled  a 
20-5  record  at  the  #6  singles  position 
for  '88. 

"It's  been  a  very  good  season.  A 
19-2  dual  match  record,  a  first-ever 
#1  singles  state/Region  XXIII  title,  a 
"top  20"  national  ranking  by  the  IT- 
CA  (Intercollegiate  Tennis  Coaches 
Association)  and  now  a  15th  place 
finish  at  the  national  tournament 
should  serve  as  good  indicators  that 
our  tennis  program  at  Copiah-Lincoln 
is  getting  stronger.  We're  looking  for- 
ward to  '89!"  Mclntyre  said.
